State Board of Architects 
Recommends Destruction 
of Pioneer Structure 


Reported by the state board 
of architects to be unsafe, the 
Liberal Arts building on the 
Chaffey campus is likely to be 
razed. 

Destruction of the building is 
the reéommendation of the state 
architects after a careful sur- 
vey of all Chaffey buildings. 

Members of the Chaffey board 
were reported today to believe 
that such action is necessary. 

In the tentative program 
concerning the 
is that all but the one-story west 
wing of the Liberal Arts build- 
ing be razed, placing tempor- 
‘ary classrooms in the _ school 
cafeteria and use of the pro- 
posed girls’ gymnasium. 

N. E. Trautman, clerk of the 
Chaffey board, this morning re- 
leased the report of the state 
architects and expressed the 
views of the Chaffey board and 
told of the tentative plans. 

Concerning the recommenda- 
tion, the architects said: 

“Tt is believed that a reason- 
able degree of safety can be se- 
cured by razing not more than 
one of the buildings at present 
and by making a few altera- 
tions. The one building which 
hag been declared thoroughly 
unsafe is the Liberal Arts build- 
ing.” 

Built many years ago, the 
structuré has been remodelled 
and enlarged as the school grew. 

“Conditions were found which 
indicated that failure is today 
taking place so rapidly as to 
raise the question whether the 
building can withstand its ver- 
tica! joad, not to mention de- 
structive lateral forces which 
might be caused by earth- 
quakes,” Mr. Trautman said. 

Immediate steps are expected 
to be taken by the Chaffey 
hoard to raze the building, and 
to make arrangements for tem- 
porary classrooms.

requirements of the _ state, 
Chaffey board increased 
budget somewhat this year so 
as to provide funds for this 
emergency. However, this will 
not be sufficient to complete a 
new building. Desiring to cre- 
ate no umnecessary expenditures 
the board is ask- 
ing the state emergency relief 
administration to include’ the 
razixg of this building as one 
of its projects. Later, if suffic- 
ient funds can be saved from 
this year’s budget, the SERA 
may be asked to begin the erec- 
tion of a new Liberal Arts build- 
ing. - 

Already applied for as a 
SERA project, is the construc- 
tion of a new girls’ gymnasium. 
If this is built, the structure 
wil! be used to help relieve the 
classroom congestéon. :
